Tha 
far-efamed Inland Sea of Japan indead excols it 
Sn quality, but hardly surpasses it in the bold 
and rugged slopes and headlands, boulder be- 
strewn and scarred with gashes cut by the fre- 
quent tremendous tropical downpours. of rain 
ceaselessly carrying on the worl’ of denunda- 
that present ‘themselves in succession 
~, while passing among the islands everywhere 
fringing the coast of China. Many ‘an enthu- 
siastic Scot will sometimes compare it (saving 
the ttist of the heather) to the western High- 
lands, a striking, concession which must ba 

_ allowed to carry with it a most marked compli- 
ment. Later on, after the River 43 ‘entered 
through the Bogue, the attention is enchained 
by the varied characteristis of the country 
through which one passes, from the abrupt 
entrince through the hills to the flat alluvial 
rice lands, and again to the higher broken 
ridges fringed at the foot by spreading ‘planta- 
tions of fruittrees. The whole country, in fact, 

_ for some. ty miles. “below! Canton . may be 
described as one vast: fruit garden, The low 

. irigated fields are of course given to-rice and 
vegetable crops, but the dividing banks ary alt 
"utilized for fruit, and thickly growing on Sem 
» may be seen lychces,’ whompees, loongnans 
pumeloes, mangocs, guavas, etc, while oranges 

+ are planted'aroundAn groves, the river banks 
in many places being fringed with bananas, 
boatloads of which dilicious fruit, making their 
way to the great centre of comsumption, Canton, 
are frequently passed on the river. This ‘pretty 


foliage with, here and there a tall spreading. 


clump of, banians and graceful groups of 
bamboos go to the making up.of a most 
charming landscape. The Jesuit Pére Du 
Halde, who wrote at the beginning of the ‘last 
. (18th) century, says’ in his, description, 
“The prospect’: of ‘this city, and, of the 
adjacent country is the finest that .can be 
imagined. Going up the River, which has atidal 


flow to this city, the country on both sides. 


Kterally smiles in its brilliant perfection. Endle 

green fields, a3 faras the eye can sce, inter- 
mixed with pleasant groves and little round 
hills one above another appear to describe an 
amphitheatre, Brooks« covered with’ green 


moss, villages in lithe woods, and islands cut- 


out with. canals, the whole making a most 
charming landscape.” 

To the general traveller abroad seeking 
amusement and information, the frequently 
recurring glimpses of the domestic life and 
manners of this curious people with their various 
devices for adding or overcoming the operation 
of Nature are a constant source of jnterest. 
A new world is here, entirely different from 
anything of common life inthe West. Nothing 
‘to be met with in’ the country impresses the 
stranger more than the vast numbers of people 
who live their lives on the river, constituting 
an .almost distinct race from the’ shore 
“dwellers whose custom it is to look down 
on them with a lofty contempt and to 
scornfully nickname them Shucy Kee ’ or 
water fowl, Such as they are, here is the 

lace to study them. in their various callings a3 
: Fshermen, junk and cargo boatinen, ond cvery- 
” where the all prevailing’ sampan’ woman ; they 
are much in evidence on nll sides.” ‘ 

Almost evéry point passed on the route is 
emphasized by. its. association with some 
hjstorical event in the opening ,up of foreign 
intercourse with China, giving it a distinct 

' interest, oral to travellers of British 
nationality, For, be it remembered that alone 
‘on British ships: and British men_ fell the 
burden and heat of the wearisome, dishearten- 
ing and withall thankless task of breaking 
down the triple rampants of an ignorant and 
obstructive conservatistn, and against’ all 
opposition forcing an entrance for the people 
. Pen nations to the trade resources of this’ vast 
Empire,’ Thanks or gratitude were, of course 
hot expected and misrepresentation js the 
usual accompaniment of success, but whatever 
Britain's sins and wrong doing, fe: ¢¢ not dc 
forgotien. thal, every aavantige gained has 

een paid for with her blood and treasure and 
has from the first been sreely shared with all 
comers irrespective of race or sentiment, The 
alien in Hongkong or other British colonies 
has, to-day, precisely the same rights and 
privileges as the man of British birth, 

But Iet us’ go back and commence our 
voyage, supposing ourselves on board 
the steamer leaving the wharf at. 8. am., 
pressing and passing through the inshore line 
of junks, swinging into’ the clear navigation 
channel, boundfor Canton. Under a glorious: 
sunshine with a moderate and pleasant-breeze 
we push through the smooth waters of the 
harbour, and lounging in a comfortable rattan 
chair or on the spacious upper deck, or the 
forecastle below, are willing to admit that this 
is tha perfection of sea voyaging and sottle 
ourselves to.take in all objects of interest.

for consumption in, the country, In Canton 
they may be seen for sale in the provision 
shops, but are not very.inviting in appearance. 
Immediately beyond Veep Bay is the penin- 
sular of Shok Wan, on which stands the temple! 
of Tin Hau, the Qucen of Heaven, This 
goddess is said to be very beneficent to those 
who make their business on (he waters, and is 
in great repute with the fishermen and:boatmen 
of all classes. On her birthday, the agrd day 
ofthe 3rd moon, the fi wm front of the 
temple is completely filed with craft: of all

“Bocca Tigre", the Portuguese tfanslation of 
the Chinese appellation “Eu-mun” or “ Tiger 
mouth” The entrance at present bears no 
resemblance to the Bogue of former days, The 
low Chinese fortifications with theirlines ofold 
cast-iron guns close. to the water's level have 
‘given plice to the modern rifled cannon of 
large size, covered over ostentatiously with 
black shelter paritions and elevated on the 
‘summits of the hills commanding: an all- 
round fire, Whether they would prove any 
more effective than their obsolete artillery 
against modern attack has yet to. be tested, 50 
much depends on “the man behind the gun,” 
The Bogue is naturally a strong position and 
by the ignorant mandarins, puffed up with con- 
ceit andarrogance, was thought to be unassail- 
able, Of course in the days of resistance and 
obstruction, it. being. the outer defence of 
Canton, historical ‘interest clusters thickly 
around the place, and from the day, in 1655, 
Cromwell being then ruler in England, when 
the bold Captain Weddell in the British shi 
London sailed through the narrows cannonad-, 
ing the forts as he passed and was afterwards, 
in thoroughly Chinese fashion, received in 
frietidly-athlience by the Viceroy,—down to the 
end of the last (1861) war, every fresh. change 
in relitions seemed to be inevitably accom: 
panied by the. capture. of one.or more of 
‘the Roque forts, x U. “Squadron having 
ance bombarded them. The recital of these 
attacks would be tecious to our readers, but a 
couple of episodes taken from Dr. Eitel’s 
most interesting A/istory af Hongkong will 
bear relating. Everyone has heard of the 
“Opium War’: The event which fixed that 
name on the war was the seizure of 20,000 
chests of foreign-owned opium by the Imperial 
Commissioner Lin and the detention of Capt- 
ain Elliot, the British Superintendent of Trade, 
together with several merchants as_pri- 
soners, Commissioner Lin forced the delivery 
afthe opium, which was effected by the ships 
coming up two by vo and discharging their 
Carpoes at keet, an islet just outsidé the 
Hoyue, whence in June, 1839, it was taken to 
i con the shore and destroyed. Dn Eitel 
by mixing it with “quicklime, which took 
sume "“one may sitfely surmise that 
opium was cheap and plentiful in the neigh- 
bourhood at that time, Odium is, and by many 
unintentionally, fixed on England by giving 
the war that shortly followed the name of the 
“opium wat.” But, as a matter of fact, it was 
jy an application of the argument a China- 
anan can understand, the object being the 
enlightement of the mandarins’to the idea that 
the foreigner was not allogether the abject 
being they seemed to consider him and also to 
show these offictile that the day's of browbeating 
and insolent assumption of superiority were 
‘past. ‘The seizure of the opium was only the 
proverbial “last straw,” in effect the culmination. 
of a series af outrages, insults, and injuries that 
“had been rapidly going from bad to worse and 
which the security and dignity of the traders’ 
of all nations imperatively demanded’ to be 
: peremptorily stopped. oe 
The headland to the right as we enter is called 
Chen-pi, and off that place occurred the first 
naval encounter between China and Britain, 
A flotila of war junks and fireships having 
assembled inside the point under the shelter 
of the forts, two British ships, the. Yyacinth 
and. Vofaye, arrived on the 2nd November, 1839, 
to reconnoiter, and found the fleet being ins-* 
pected by the commissioner Lin and the Can- 
ton Viceroy, It was under the command of

Chen-pi was the scene of ‘ono of the mast 
ghastly tragedies of modern times, On the 
rth of November, 1887 after the celebration of 
the Queen's Jubilee in Hongkong 2 small 
ateamer named the, Wah Yeung, bringing up 
returning passengers to Canton, caught fire, 
She had been employed in froighting erosine 
and being more or less saturated with the leakage 
of the oil was ina terribly inflammable condition.

About this point on our right 
also may be seen at some distance the'yleam 
ofa green glazed roof ina clump ef conspicios 
trees, It is the, temple of Pao-las, and’ the 
idol within 13 that of Hung Shing, the God of 
the Ganton River’ and of the Southern Ocean, 
He is much resorted to when rain is necded, 
cand the Viceroy sometimes has to’ come down 
and implore him,to send it. Also in times of 
severe ‘sickness this idol has to be carried 
through the streets of Canton, and such pro- 
cession is supposed to bea remedy of great 
¢fiicucioysness. A‘couple of sniles further up 
we pass through a barrier formed by junks 
loaded with stones and sunk side by side 
across the river with piles driven between to 
keep them in place, an opening bein left for 
vessels to pass through. ‘This form of defence 
is a favorite one with the Chinese, the Viceroy 
who construced it saying that he was not sure 
of his men but he knew the stones would.stay 
there, It apparently never enters the minds of 
these enlighted rulers that they are ruining 
the river; if it does, it would probably make no 


difference os they are there simply far the time 


of their appointment, and if the Viceroy gets 
awa with full pockets what matters it to-him? 
Ifafter him comes the deluge, he careth not. 
There are forts in the neighbourhood of the 
barrier and likewise close below Whampoa. 
A little further on up the creek to the right is. 
the village of Shek Kong, which, is dedicated 
almost entizely to gambling in the form of cricket 
fighting, The large brown earth crickets are 
captured and fedand matched against each other 
in a sort of bowl, and being irritated by striking 
fe switch they attac 
each other fiercely and are backed by the by- 
‘standers, The one that gives in of course 
loses. : Crowds of Chinese swarm to the place 
and large sums are won and lost in this.sport. 
There is a ridiculous tale to every Chinese 
undertaking and this is no exception, Where 
a cricket has distinguished himself by his 
valaur, he-is the recipient of: great-pasthumous- 
honour. His awner takés him to the place 
where he was caught and buries him in a silver 
coffin in order to create emulation among the 
crickets of the locality and to show them to 
what glory they may attain, he \ 

We now ‘arrive at Whampoa, and here the 
steamer stops for a few minutes to discharge Chi- 
nese passongers into the Co.'s boats, Whampoa 
was once to foreigners the most important port 
in China, All the Foreign Commerce, of Can: 
ton was centered there ahd thither came the. 
trading ships of all nations, the British interests 
being monopolized by the East India Compan 
from the mee part of the 17th century until 
the aand of Apzil, 1835, whan it was thrown 
open and made free. The first ship sailing 
under the new order was tha Sarah, Trade 
soon expanded grently, the late Wells Williams 
recording that he has scen at one thme in 
Whampoa 125 ships forming’a line nearly 
three miles long. Fea of course was the great 
staple and by its attraction came the offspring 
of the tea trade, the American chppert 
ship, to-- strive. for’ the blue riband of 
the sea and the more substantial bonus accom- 
panying it, All‘the, cracks wore then dowered 
with the most “high falutia and goshead" ngmes 
Flying Foam, White’ Squall, Gray Fal.

Onthe hill ovey the Custom 
House the ground is rough with graves; 
the Chinese always bury, for. reasons 
connected with fangsiues. on’ the hills, 
and every suitable clevation in. this neigh 
bourhood ‘is used «as a, burial ground, 
Straight ahead ns we go lies “American Rea- 
ch,” butitisa “No thoroughfare.” The Chinese 
have effectually blocked it and so we turn shar 
to the right, seeing on our left the ‘former Bri- 
tish Consulate ;the original Whampoa Docks, 
the mother of the great establishment in Hong- 
kong; and, somewhat further up the torpedo | 
station where are kept torpedo bonts built in 
Germany. They are under the charge of a 
foreigner ‘and are in fine order, They amuse: 
the Chinese, and as they furnish an excuse fora 
small official td draw a salary as manager they 
serve one useful purpose at all events, For 
about a mile we hold on our new course by rice 
fields or mud banks and rows of fruit trees 
planted by the river side, and then swinging 
ack to our former direction we enter the home 
stretch forCanton. Here the scenery increases, 
In the spring and summer when the brilliant 
green of the growing rice is spread on 
every side and the country away to the 
hills is patterned over with clumps ‘and
